U. Butler, Esq., 
who is too well known as a democrat to 
need any commendation, opposed it with 
,11 their power: and Jonathan E. Arnold, 


i patriot, a democrat, au orator und a gen- 
leman, put forth one ot tho happiest efforts 
irotesting against tho bitterness of its par- 
izan spirit at a titno when tho govern- 
ment stood iu need of the united voices and 
xertions of the whole people. 
This convention never had ita like beforo 
nd probably never will have again. As 


one of the delegates said to tho rest, not ono 
n twenty believed in the addresa. 
But 


hey were angry at the administration, an- 
ry that McClellan had been superseded ; 


angry that ho did not accomplish some 
real thing* before he waa superseded ; an- 
;ry at everybody and angry at every thing ; 
hey could not express their feelings at 
lome and the world would not hear or heed 
hem if they did; and they resolved to come 
tere and have one long, loud, saucy talk 
and then be silent fur evermore. 
In this 


unainiable state they wanted a physician 
who could " minister to a mind diseased;" 
hey knew Mr. Uyan had the ability to do 
t; they thought he was in the mood to do 
t. Accordingly before tho convention was 
organized, Mr. Eldredge, of Fond du Lac, 
moved the appointment of a committee on 
resolutions with E. Q, Ryan for chairman. 
This was rather a left handed compliment 
to the presiding officer, who is ordinarily 
supposed to havo sufficient intelligence to 
appoint committees j but the boys were not 
joing to forego their treat; they wanted a 
1 saucy talk;" aud they fixed it m advance, 
BO that no blunder could interfere with their 
designs. After tho permanent organiza- 
tion, Mr. Eldredgo renewed his motion for 
the appointment of a committee of five on 
Resolutions, with Mr. Hyan for chairman. 
Ibis was carried, and Mr. Ryan presented 
lia resolution, filling five columns in fino 
type in the News. Mr. Ryan called it an 
ttddresa; but no committee had been raised 
to draft an address, aud tho production in 
question should be called " Mr. Ryan's res- 
olution to kill the democratic party."

vision, whether we approved or disapproved. 
Jefferson pronounced slavery a curse und a 
sin. But hear what Mr. Ryan says: 
" Nature never placed tho races together. 


When brought together, tho servitude of tho 
nferior is tho best condition of both races ; 


necessary evil reuniting from the viola 


tion of a natural law iu bringing them to 
gether. 
But fanaticism did uot see it," 


Mr. JurYi'tHon did uot see it; nobody iu 


a free state, except Mr. Ryan, ever did see 
it so, nor was it over hoard of in a olavo 
state until Mr. Calhoun promulgated the 
infamous dogma to the astonishment oi tho 
Christian world. Tho Spaniards have been 
universally execrated in history for enslav- 
ing the Indians. But, according to Mr 
Ryan, this waa perfectly right. The sin 
was in the white raco coming here. " Na 
ture never placed tho races together." Bui 
when tho white man had committed thesii 
against nature of discovering and settling 
upon this continent, then inhabited by ru 
inferior raco, ho was perfectly justified iu 
enslaving it. " // is the lest ^condition fo\ 
doth races." 


Ia this democracy? Is thia the creed 


which, if a uian'dobs not believe, ho abal 
bo driven from tha face of Mr. Ryan ant 
the whole democrrtic party? Mr. Ryai 
tells us in the outset that "it becomes us 
to consider the application of old principles 
to now conditions;" and ho haa set us th 
example with a vengeance. The moat crue 
aud barbarous slavery over known on earth 
the slavery of the Indians by the Spaniards 
ia, by the doctrine of this address, jtistifiec 
par se; made the platform of a democratic 
convention in a free and Christian couulr; 
in the Inat half of tho nineteenth century

But a far more objectionable, because 


more dangerous part of the address, is it 
manifest apology for the rebellion ; and it 
labored efforts to throw the blame of i 
upon the north. Paragraph is piled upoi 
paragraph to show that tho abolitionists arc 
really answerable for this war: and tho oc 
casional express repudiation of the ueces 
sary inference from all its statements, can 
not redeem it with any intelligent reader 
A skillful lawyer, wishing to apologize fo 
A murderer, would say, 
<l Now, gentleman 


of tho jury, I do not justify my client, bu 
you should consider tho character of th 
offence. 
My client was an honest, peace 


able man, pursuing his own calling, on hi 
own premises; the deceased came there 
came with insulting language and menac 
ing geatures; my client declined any dis 
cussion with him, and requested him to gc 
away ; but the deceased became more rude 
And insolent, heaping upon my unfortunat 
client every kind of offensive epithet, unti 
finally overpowered with the auger the de 
ceased had inspired, he struck a fatal blow 
a blow the law cannot justify, etc." Now 
read this long address and see if it is no 
in this spirit and uf this character through 
out. 
Tho trick of oratory, to pretend due 


thing while really accomplishing another 
and exactly the reverse, is not new with Mr 
Ryan. Anthony practiced the same art in 
his consummate oration to the Roman citi 
eena after tho death of Cwsar, iu which cv 
cry «chool boy knows how he proteate 
that Brutus was an "honorable man," ant 
at the same time convinced the people tha 
ho was tho vilest of malefactors. Had An 
thony said Brutus was a murderer, tho peo 
pie would not have listened to him. Mr 
Ryan would not have been listened to, hat 
he said the words the rebellion was juatifi 
ab'le. But both could, and both have, dis 
guiaedly, but percept bly, labored to carr 
their hearers to a conclusion directly oppo 
site to the point proposed. 
It is pretenae< 


that the object of the address is to inch 
tho party to sustain the government; nnc 
how docs it accomplish thu ? By laboring 
laboring, laboring to show that if the norti 
is not absolutely in the wrong, yet th 
couth have been annoyed and worried unti 
bom an nature could endure no more.— 
"Thrice i« h* armed who hath hit qnarre 


ust" ; and this address labors to show that 
ur quarrel ia unjust; that the south have 
akon up arras in consequence of the tri- 
um ih o!' a sectional party in the election 
f Mr. Lincoln. 
What more has Jeff Da- 


is ever claimed or said? 
Tho differences between the north and 


outh havo swollen beyond the reach of ar- 
gument; a terrible exertion of physical 
trtnigth must settle tho question. If the 
outh wore conquered, if thia rebellion wero 
:ruahed out,~tLm it would be proper to dis- 
cuss what should bo her treatment. But at 
his time, when rebel artillery is belching 
on the capital, the direct and only effect of 
uch an Address is to make our people doubt 
be justice of their cause, and thus cnfuo- 
lie and unnerve the arm of tho govern- 
uont. It is a matter of unfeigned aston- 
shmeut and regret that any man could be 
bund willing at such n time to perform this 
ask; and it ia not less astonishing that any 
man who has invited nnd urged his neigh- 
>ors and frienda to volunteer to fight in 
his war on the part of the north, should, 
after they had moved to the battle-field, give 
lis voice for a formal address to be pro- 
mulgated ex cathedra—tending to show that 
heae volunteers aro engaged in a war, 
which, to say the least of it, had been 
jrought on by the aggressions of the north 
upon the south. 


There aro many things in the address 


hat will make democrats wonder. But the 
mncipal thing that is so apparently uupa- 
.riotic as to strike the eye and offend the 
icnrt, is its direct and open repudiation of 
he last counsels of Douglas to tho Ameri- 
can people. And when a member of the 
convention moved to insert in the address 
i part of one of Mr. Douglas' great appeals 
o patriotism above party, tho incongruity 
was felt to be eo striking, that the mover 
wua begged to withdraw tho amendment, 
ind save the convention that was willing to 
endorse Mr. Ryan from the open shame of 
repudiating Douglas. But it waa apparent 
that the aontimenU of both could not stand 
aide by aide in tho same address ; and Dou- 
|las' appeal, that fur disinterested patriot- 
am boa no counterpart in American litera- 
uro, that lends new chnrma and imparts a 
higher lustre to hifl name nnd character, 
cas toted down. 


Mr. Douglas said: " Whoevar is not 


prepared to sacrifice party organizations and 
platforms on the altar at hia country does 
iiot deserve the support and countenance of 
honest people. How aro we to overcome 


antipathies in tho midst of man of 


ill parties, so as to present a united front 
in support of our country ? We must cease 
liscussing party issues, make no allusions 
to old party tests, havo no criminations and 
recriminations, indulge in no taunts one 
against the other as to who haa been tho 
cause of these troubles." 
And a^uin: 
" Let him be marked as no true patriot who 
will not abandon all such issues in times 
like this." 


Mr. Ryan after indulging plentifully in 


criminations, and discussions as to " who 
has been the cause of theho troubles," pro 
cecda thus : 


" We call upon our jbrothron throughout 


the state to organize the party for tho com 
iug election of members of congress, and ot 
the stato legislature. We call upon them 
to nominate as candidates tried and true 
democrats, on strictly party principles, in 
viting the support of all persons, but acting 
iu ntiilliation with no other party or faction 
whatever." 


These quotations aro auflteient to show 


that if Douglas was A ptttriot, this ftJdruas 
is mosr unpatriotic nnd pernicious. No 
two addressee wero ever more diametrical- 
ly opposite. Thuir authors had 
diilereut views and purposes ; and it may 
bu left without further remarks to tho peo- 
plo to determine which waa tho patriot 
which loved his country, which w&i the 
best exponent of democratic duty, nnc 
which address ia the safer guido out of tho 
horrors of theae " disjointed times." 


Thua far we have spoken of this address 


as expressive of tho peculiar views of its 
author. But there is one position not ar- 
gued but assumed as n premise, the inven 
tion of which cennot.be charged upon Mr. 
Ryan, It is this : " Tho constitution of the 
United States and tho constitution of the 
several states, provide dike for all tho cxi 
goucica of puaco at homo and abroad, ol 
foreign war and dorncatiu insurrection." 


Tho traitor Breckinridgo, shortly 
lefor* 


joininy the rebel arm;/, .maintained in the 
nenate and in public speeches, substantial 
ly the earno doctrine. And if ho could 
have convinced others of its sonndue.su, ho 
probably would still havo remained iu the 
senate, and there have contributed more 
effective aid to tho south, than he can witl 
hia fl'.vord in tho field. Mr. Yancey lately 
writing to tho people of one of the rcvoltei 
states expressed hie surprise at tho resour 
CBS the north had be nblo to command, ant 
hia utter astonishment and horror at th 
disregard shown in congress for the cvnsti 
tuliun. This sounds better in a traitor's 
letter than iu tho address of a northen 
democratic convention, but cornea to the 
same practical end. If the constitution 
does indeed provide " for all the exigencie 
of peace at home and abroad, of foreign 
war and domestic insurrection," then it is 
certain that the south will succeed, if w 
heed the constitution; a u d i t would tenc 
very much to discourage the north in this 
contest to convince them that they were 
duily violating the constitution they sup 
poaed they were fighting to maintain. Bu 
fortunately for us, and for all that is a 
stake in this controversy, the doctrine 
here announced can not bo tnuintuincul. 


The constitution is the chart of civil gov 


eminent; and as such provides for ths rais 
iug of armies and navies, and that tho pros 
ident shall bo coramandcr-iii'Chief, Ac. A] 
this is part of the machinery of the civi 
state. It ia not very certain what is mean 
by *' provides for all the exigencies of for. 
eign war." The address is extremely gen 
oral and oracular nt this point. One of the 
exigencies of foreign war, placed Genera 
Scott and his army iu tho city of Mexico 
Now is it meant that tho constitution pro 
vides for such a caae, and directs what Gen 
Scott might or might not do in an enoiny1 
capital?* If it means anything it means 
this: and yet how unfounded is the asser 
tion. 
Tho constitution nowhere direct 


when, where or how a battle shall bo fought 
or a city be taken ; and if Gen. Scott ha< 
looked toil) provisions, he would Imv 
found not one word applicable to the sub 
ject; or that any ono haa ever pretcndet 
was applicable. When our army marchet 
to Mexico, it went, not under th'e conatitu 
tion of tho United States, but under thi 
law of nations and the usages of war; nni 
had precisely tho same rights and duties a 
an army of Great Britain or Russia, in th 
same situation. Tho army in an enemy' 
country, or, to quote the address, eogagei 
in foreign war, never consults the constitu 
tion of the civil state at home; the army o 
a republic or of a monarchy, or of an abio 
lute despotism, conducts its campaigns b 
tho same code; totally unaffected by thi 
fratne of government which sent it forth 
And our constitution has not pretended t 
regulate or control tho law of nations, or ti 
determine the usages of war, nor could it 
do so, if it had attempted. 
What then is 


meant by the language, the " constitution 
provides for all the exigencies of foriegr 
war." 
Any meaning that occurs is entire!} 


unfounded in fuel. 
If it is simply mean 


that the fratne of tho civil stato, and it 
powers m mere civil matters remain the 
game whether engaged in war, or at peace 
then this may be conceded; but the eon 
cession cannot aid the address—nor jug t if; 
Ua deductions. It is true that daring thi 


war, •ougrati had no power to 


ass a law respecting the establishmtnt of 
digiou, or creating a title of nobility, more 


u it could in time of peace. 
But mani- 


estly, thia doe* not aid the deductions ol 
ie address. In monarchies war is declar- 
d and conducted by the executito. In the 
Jnited States the legislative department 
lone can declare tear, but tho constitution 
oea not take away from the president the 
irosecution or management of the war. 
And any attempt by congress to control the 
active operations of a campaign by com- 
missioners, or otherwise, would be palpably 


nconatitutional. This is exclusively the 
aty of the executive ; and that loo whoth- 
r tho war is foreign or domestic. 


It is a very artful feature of this address 


—ono borrowed from the methods of Mr. 
3olboun—that It passes over tho really de- 
mteable ground upon thia subject, and 
without argument or discussion, assumes 
j premises, tho very points in controversy. 
t is asserted, that the constitution provides 
"or all the exigencies of war, and thence it 
s argued irresistibly, that the constitution 
a being violated in the prosecution of the 
war. But the premises assumed are total- 
y denied. The great fallacy iu this part 
f the address is at the starting point, and 
rhat is nsaumed with perfect confidence as 
an axiom. If any man were to commence 
an argument by assuming that tho moon ia 
made of green cheese, ho would have little 
lifficulty in proving that ita presence would 
lot illuminate the night. 


But to return, if thoro ia any meaning in 


thia part of the address, it means that the 
provisions of tho constitution apply to the 
jeraons agaitmt whom the war is waged, 
nd regulate the extent to which tho war 
trmy be carried, as against such persona. 
A few examples will put thia pretence at 
roat. The constitution provides for instance, 
tb&t no man yhall be deprived of life with- 
out due process of law. 
Does thin provi- 


sion apply to the conduct ef the war, andean 
10 rebel bu killed till he ia first tried by a 
ury? Then every rebel slain on tho bat- 
10 field ia murdered. So we may take up 
tho provisona of the constitution one by 
one' and ahow that no one of them applies 
or pretends to apply lo the conduct of the 
war. War is entirely outside the constitu- 
tion ; tho constitution makes preparation 
'or it, but ia silent aa to ita management, 
It furnishes the instrumentalities, but does 
not direct their use. Thia ia as true of do 
racatic as of foreign war. The constitution 
commands the President to take care that 
:ho laws are faithfully executed, nnd gives 
dim the army and navy for that purpose. 
iVnd the President nud the military and na- 
val officers under him must of necessity, 
jndge in the first instance, of the exigen- 
cies of the war, and prosecute it in all pla- 
ces till the principal object be accomplish- 
ed. The power to arrest ia as undoubted 
as tho power to kill, and ia aa necessary an 
exorcise of the war power. The power to 
destroy property, if necessary to the sue- 
ceaaful prosecution of tho war, is of the 
same undoubted nature. 
It ia worthy of 


notice, that in the constitution the protec- 
tion of lifo, liberty and property are united 
in the siuno provision AS follows: No per- 
son shall "bo deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due proceas of law;" nnd 
all stnnd upon the same footing BO far as 
this discussion is concerned. Au exercise 
of tho war power may sweep them nil 
away ; and the constitution no more pro- 
tonda to protect one than the other, as 
against the mar power. 
Would it bo pre- 


tended that if a apy came within tho mili- 
tary lines, under auch circumstances as arc 
forbidden by the uiages of war, that the 
President, or hia servants, could not arrest 
him without a warrant? And could it make 
any difference that the spy, whose charac- 
ter was clearly ascertained, should bo found 
in one of thu loyal slatea? Suppose thn 
government should be collecting at Cincin- 
nati a largo force fur a particular purpose ; 
and a soldier from the rebel army should 
bo aent in disguise within our camps to spy 
out the number, condition and destination 
of our troops; would there be the slightest 
doubt of the right and duty of tho Prosi- 
dent or his military subordinates B urn mar i- 
ly to arrest such person, and subject him 
to military trial and punishment as a spy ? 


Yet the address says, in most charming 


generality of expression," Wo deny tho pow- 
" er of the executive to make arrests in the 
11 loyal stales. 
* 
* There lire federal 


"courU in all the states with full power 
" and jurisdiction to punish all crimtt 
" ayainxt the United States." 


Again suppose the success of a particu- 


lar campaign should be found to depend 
upon entiro secrecy, yet some nenspapera iu 
New York fihould peraist in publishing day 
after day full particulars of all preparations 
and plans of the campaign, thus Acquaint- 
ing the rebels with the information ueces- 
aury to render it a failure. Would any man 
doubt that thia was, if done knowingly And 
wickedly, giving aid to the rebellion ? 
Would it not under such circumstances bo 
the duty of the president or his military 
ngeuts or officers to arrest such editor, and 
suppress such newspaper, with artillery, if 
it could not otherwise bo suprcssed. 
Yet 


this address says, without any qualification 
whatever, " we deny the power of the exe- 
cutive to trammel the freedom of the prcaa 
by the suppression of newspapers," &c, 


The error of thia part of the addresa is 


that it is not directed against an improper 
cverciss of tho power, but denies the poicer, 
in even a proper and absolutely necessary 
case, to arrest a spy in a free state, or pre- 
vent u newspaper giving information to the 
enemy that will render a campaign abor- 
tive. This egregious error is the more to 
be reprehended, that it was penned and en- 
dorsed by an eminent lawyer, who well 
knew the broad distinction between the ex- 
istence of a powor, nnd the improper exer- 
cise of it in a given instance. 


Manifestly the character of the offence 


must determine whether it be amenable to 
military punishment, and not the place or 
state where it was committed. If a soldier 
from tho rebel army is really a spy, it can 
make no difference with the mode and ex- 
tent of hia arrest and punishment, whether 
the field of labor assigned him by bia com- 
mander be on the north or the south aide of 
tho Ohio, at New Orleans or New York. 
If the net complained of be in its charac- 
ter a military offence, then it merits and 
must receive tho speedy award of military 
law. 
The arresting of spies, by warrants 


from tho courts, would be a good joko in- 
deed. Somewhere in Burke's works he rid- 
icules the chief justice of India, by repre- 
senting that he tried to suppress a rebellion 
with alildavita, Mr, Ryan must have risen 
from a recent reading of Burke's works 
when he penned this part of hia address. 
It ia unnecessary to speak of particular in- 
stances of the exercise of thia power to ar- 
rest, and to suppress newspapers, or to ex- 
press any opinion A3 to the propriety or 
impropriety of its exercise in particular 
cases, because this is not discussed in the 
address. Tho subject of discussion is the 
power itself, and not whether it has been 
improperly exercised. No power waa ever 
lodged with any human being that might 
not bo mistakenly exercised} but thia ia 
no argument against the existence of the 
power. 


And every lawyer knows that wherever 


a power ia lodged, there rests also with it 
the right to judge whether the proper case 
is presented for its exercise; this is absO' 
lutely necessary to tho utility of the power, 
The president nnd hia military subordinates 
must therefore judge, answerable to public 
opinion and on their consciences to their 
God, whether the proper case exists to 
make a military arrest, to batter down a 
fort, or to blow up a. newspaptr. The 
pr»iid»nt nnit jadgt of th* tondutt of 


men, and of th« character of the publica- 
tions, and say whether they are of & class 
to be proceeded agoin&t la the courts, or 
with bay on ota. The president, for instance, 
must judge of the character of Mr. Ryan's 
address, and of this criticism of it, and if 
in hia opinion of it either ia calculated to 
spread dissensions in the north, to such 
extent as to render present aid to the mili- 
tary operations of the south, ho ia as clear- 
ly Authorized to deal with tho author, aa he 
would be to deal with him for doing any 
other act that directly aided the rebel cam- 
paign of arms. If a paper embodies ab- 
atract doctrines merely erroneous, 
but 


which cannot contribute directly or present* 
ly to aid the military operations uf tho en- 
emy, but are lika tho address only calcula- 
ted and intended to secure for its author 
favorable political consideration on the part 
of southern politicians After tho war ia end- 
ed, theu I suppose the author should not b» 
arrested without a warrant from tho courts; 
but if the paper contained information or 
sentiments directly and presently calcula- 
ted to strengthen tho rebel, and paralyze 
the loyal arms, in tho field of battle, then 
the author should bo arrested.- The presi- 
dent must of course judge in any given in- 
stance to which class A publication belongs, 
and treat it accordingly. We can conceive 
that in a critical point of a campaign, the 
mere announcement on n certain day in a 
New York paper, that ten regiments from 
Now England hod landed in New York 
that morning, might give the enemy infor- 
mation upon which he would either fight 
or decline to fight, at a particular lime or 
place, and thus enable the enemy to win a 
victory over us, or prevent us from winning 
ono over him. And this publication, if 
made for this purpose, would render tho ed- 
itor au guilty of treason as though ho bad 
contributed with hia musket to help tho 
rebel army to gain a victory or avoid a de- 
feat. . The prosecution of a campaign re- 
quires a great variety of efforts to ensure 
ita mccesa. Some must fight in the field, 
some-must lake care that provisions And 
ammunition are- furnished to those who do 
fight, mid others must act aa spies and ob- 
tain and tranamit military information. It 
ia immaterial which one of tbeae necessary 
branches of military service a man ia found 
performing, ho ia equally guilty of treason; 
ho ia equally rendering present aid to the 
military operations of the enemy, and ia 
equally subject to summary arrest and mil- 
itary trial and punishment. 


There are many other equally unfounded 


and erroneous statements in thia address, 
affirmed with A confidence that may well 
make A man who reads it wonder whether 
be is dreaming, or listening to A burleique 
upon patriotism and democracy, but these 
few things may servo to illustrate the bal- 
ance. 


There are some occasional and shining 


truths, that half redeem tho address; such 
for instance as this—"Unfortunately, among 
" many elements of good and greatness, 
Jannlkism emigrated to this country." If Any 
ono doubts it, let him read the addreas. 
and in considering it, it is A consolatory 
and conclusive evidence that the democrat! 
of Wisconsin are sound and loyal, that go 
where you will in this city since its publi- 
cation, you hear it spoken of only in teems 
of unmeasured denunciation. 


While a man's opinions aro kept to him- 


self, they aro bis own ; but when they aro 
foisted in thia way upon a great political 
party, as the expression of their creed and 
doctrines, every man who now docs, or ever 
did call himself A democrat, ia interested 
and authorised to protest agaiuatthcm.

It would be carrying the joke too far, 


and doing injustice to a large portion of our 
people, to represent this address as embod- 
ying tha views of the democrats of Wiscon- 
sin. George B. Smith, Esq., one of the 
oldest and most eloquent democratic ora- 
tors in the state, and A. E.B. Butler, Esq., 
who is too well known as a democrat to 
need any commendation, opposed it with 
all their power: and Jonathan E. A.ruold, 
a patriot, a democrat, au orator nnd a gen- 
tleman, put forth one of the happiest efforts 
protesting against the bitterness of its par- 
tizan spirit at a time when the govern- 
ment stood in aeed of the united voices and 
exertions of the whole people.

have suggested that there was on his part a 
suppressed, disguised patriotism in writing 
this address; that he really deprecated the 
existence of parties in this perilous hour, 
and therefore determined to destroy the on- 
ly party in which he was entiled to raise 
his voice, or exercise his septic powers. 
There are some features of the address that 
render this theory plausible ; but upon the 
whole it is not certain that this is its true 
explanation. 


The democratic party has been called by 


its enemies the pro-slavery party. This 
has been repelled as a slander by all the 
democrats of Wisconsin. They have said 
that with slavery we had nothing to do ; 
that it was a local institution, protected in 
the states by the constitution ; that the pro- 
visions of the constitution iti relation to 
slavery, were a part of the compromises 
upon which that instrument was based ; 
and that it was our duty to obey every pro- 
vision, whether we approved or disapproved. 
Jafferson pronounced slavery a curse and a 
sin. But hear what Mr. Ryan says : 
" Nature never placed the races together. 


When brought together, the servitude of the 
inferior is the best condition of both races ; 
a necessary evil reaulting from the viola- 
tion of a natural law in bringing them to- 
gether. 
But fanaticism did not see it," 


&o. 


Mr. Jefferson did uot see it j nobody in 


a free state, except Mr. Ryan, ever did sea 
it so, nor was it ever heard of in r. slave 
state until Mr. Calhoun promulgated the 
infamous dogma to the astonishment of the 
Christian world. The Spaniards have been 
universally execrated in history for enslav- 
ing the Indians. But, according to Mr. 
Ryan, this was perfectly right. 
The sin 


was in the white race coming here. " Na- 
ture never placed the races together," Bat 
when the white man had committed the sin 
against nature of discovering and settling 
upon this continent, then inhabited by an 
inferior race, he was perfectly justified in 
enslaving it. " ft is the best ^condition for 
both races,'' 


Is this democracy? Is this the creed 


which, if a man'does not believe, he shall 
be driven from the face of Mr, Ryan and 
the whole detnocrrtic party? 
Mr. Ryan 


tells us in the outset that "it becomes us 
to consider the application of old principles 
to new conditions ;" and he has set us the 
example with a vengeance. The most cruel 
and barbarous slavery ever known on earth, 
the slavery of the Indians by the Spaniards, 
ia, by the doctrine of this address, justified 
per se; made the platform of a dernooratic 
convention in a free and Christian country 
in the last half of the nineteenth century. 
Did Mr. Eldredge, of Fond du Lac, and 
John W. Carey, Esq., of this city, both of 
whom voted for this address, believe in this 
part of it; or did they willingly vote an ad- 
dress they did not believe in ? If this com- 
plete justification of slavery per se is an 
article of democratic faith, who originated 
it? 
Who has ever before advocated it? 


In what convention has it ever found favor, 
or in what democratic platform has it evsr 
been a plank ? 


But a far more objectionable, because 


more dangerous part of the address, is its 
manifest apology for the rebellion ; and its 
labored efforts to throw the blame of it 
upon the north. Paragraph is piled upon 
paragraph to show that the abolitionists are 
really answerable for this war : and the oc- 
casional express repudiation of the neces- 
sary inference from all its statements, can- 
not redeem it with any intelligent reader. 
A skillful lawyer, wishing to apologize for 
a murderer, would say, " Now, gentleman 
of the jury, I do not justify my client, but 
you should consider the character of the 
offence. 
My client was an honest, peace- 


able man, pursuing his own calling, on his 
own premises; the deceased came there; 
came with insulting language and menac- 
ing gestures; my client declined any dis- 
cussion with him, and requested him to go 
away ; but the deceased became more rude 
and insolent, heaping upon my unfortunate 
client every kind of offensive epithet, until 
finally overpowered with the anger the de- 
ceased had inspired, he struck a fatal blow, 
a blow the law cannot justify, etc." 
Now 


read this long address and see if it is not 
in this spirit and of this character through- 
out. 
The trick of oratory, to pretend one 


thing while really accomplishing another, 
and exactly the reverse, is not new with Mr. 
Ryan. 
Anthony practiced the same art in 


his consummate oration to the Roman citi- 
zens after the death of Cassar, in which ev- 
ery school bo; knows how he protested 
that Brutus was an " honorable man," and 
at the same time convinced the people that 
he was the vilest of malefactors. Had An- 
thony said Brutus was a murderer, the peo- 
ple would not have listened to him. Mr. 
Ryan would not have been listened to, had 
he said the words the rebellion was justifi- 
able. 
But both could, and both have, dis- 


guisedly, but percept bly, labored to carry 
their hearers to a conclusion directly oppo- 
site to ike point proposed. 
It is pretended 


that the object of the address is to incite 
the party to sustain the government; and 
how does it accomplish thia ? By laboring, 
laboring, laboring to show that if the north 
is not absolutely in the wrong, yet the 
eonth have been annoyed and worried until 
human nature eould endure no more.—. 
•'' Thrice is h» armed who hath hii quarrel 


just" ; and this address labors to show that 
our quarrel is unjust; that the south have 
taken up arms in consequence of the tri- 
um >h of a sectional party in the election 
of Mr. Lincoln. 
What more has Jeff Da- 


vis ever claimed or said? 


The differences between the north and 


south have swollen beyond the reach of ar- 
gument; a terrible exertion of physical 
strength must settle the question. If the 
south wore conquered, if this rebellion were 
crushed out, than it would be proper to dis- 
cuss what should be her treatment. But at 
this time, when rebel artillery is belching 
on the capital, the direct and only effect of 
such an address is to make onr people doubt 
the justice of their cause, and thus enfee- 
ble and unnerve the arm of the govern- 
ment. It is a matter of unfeigned aston- 
ishment and regret that any man could be 
found willing at such a time to perform this 
task ; and it is not less astonishing that any 
man who has invited and urged his neigh- 
bors and friends to volunteer to fight in 
this war on the part of the north, should, 
after they had moved to the battle-field, give 
his voice for a formal address to be pro- 
mulgated ex cathedra—tending to show that 
these volunteers are engaged in a war, 
which, to say the least of it, had been 
brought on by the aggressions of the north 
upon the south. 


There are many things in the address 


that will make democrats wonder. But the 
principal thing that is so apparently nnpa- 
triotic as to strike the eye and offend the 
heart, is its direct and open repudiation of 
the last counsels of Douglas to the Ameri- 
can people. 
And when a member of the 


convention moved to insert in the address 
a part of oae of Mr. Douglas' great appeals 
to patriotism above party, the incongruity 
was felt to be eo striking, that the mover 
was begged to withdraw the amendment, 
and save the convention that was willing to 
endorse Mr. Ryan from the open shame of 
repudiating Douglas. But it was apparent 
that the sentiments of both could not stand 
side by side in the same address ; and Dou- 
glas' appeal, that fur disinterested patriot- 
ism has no counterpart in American litera- 
ture, that lends new charms and imparts a 
higher lustre to his name and character, 
was voted down. 


Mr, Douglas said: " Whoever is not 


prepared to sacrifice party organizations and 
platforms on the altar ot his country does 
not deserve the support and countenance of 
honest people. 
Hovv are we to overcome 


partizan antipathies in the midst of man of 
all parties, so as to present a united front 
in support of our country ? We must cease 
discussing party issues, make no allusions 
to old party tests, have no criminations and 
recriminations, indulge in no taunts one 
against the other as to who has been the 
cause of these troubles." 
And aguin: 
" Let him be marked as no true patriot who 
will not abandon all such issues in times 
like this." 


Mr. Ryan after indulging plentifully in 


criminations, and discussions as to " who 
has been the cause of these troubles," pro- 
ceeds thus : 


" We call upon our [brethren throughout 


tha state to organize the party for the com- 
iug election of members of congress, and ot 
the state legislature. 
We call upon them 


to nominate as candidates tried and true 
democrats, on strictly party principles, in- 
vitirg the support of all persons, but acting 
ia afh'lliation with no other party or faction 
whatever." 


These quotations are sufficient to show 


that if Douglas was a patriot, this address 
ia mosIT unpatriotic and pernicious. 
No 


two addresses were ever more diametrical- 
ly opposite. Their authors had essentially 
different views and purposes ; and it may 
ba left without further remarks to the peo- 
ple to determine which was the patriot, 
which loved his country, which waa the 
best exponent of democratic duty, and 
which address is the safer guide out of the 
horrors of these " disjointed times." 


Thus far we have spoken of this acHress 


aa expressive of the peculiar views of its 
author. But there is one position not ar- 
gued but assumed as a premise, the inven- 
tion of which cennot.be charged upon Mr. 
Ryan, It is this: " The constitution of the 
United States and the constitution of the 
several states, provide alike for all iho exi 
geacies of peace at home nnd abroad, of 
foreign war and domestic insurrection." 


The traitor Breckinridge, shortly 
before 


joining the rebel arm;/, .maintained in the 
senate and in public speeches, substantial- 
ly the same doctrine. And if he could 
have convinced others of its soundness, he 
probably would atill have remained in the 
senate, and there have contributed more 
effective aid to tho south, than he can with 
his Bsyord in the field. Mr. Yancey lately 
writing to the people of one of the revolted 
elates expressed hie surprise at the resour- 
ces the north had be able to command, and 
his utter astonishment and horror at the 
disregard shown in congress for the consti- 
tution. This sounds better in a traitor's 
letter than iu the address of a northern 
democratic convention, but comes to the 
same practical end. 
If the constitution 


does indeed provide "for all the exigencies 
of peace at home and abroad, of foreign 
war and domestic insurrection," theu it is 
certain that the south will succeed, if we 
heed the constitution ; and it would tend 
very much to discourage the north in this 
contest to convince them that they were 
daily violating the constitution they sup- 
posed they were fighting to maintain. But 
fortunately for us, and for all that is at 
stake in this controversy, the doctrine 
here announced can not be maintained. 


The constitution is the chart of civil gov- 


ernment ; and as such provides for the rais- 
ing of armies and navies, and that tho pres- 
ident shall ba eoramander-in-chief, &c. All 
this is part of the machinery of the civil 
state. It is not very certain what is meant 
by "provides for all the exigencies of for- 
eign war." 
The address is extremely gen- 


eral and oracular at this point. One of the 
exigencies of foreign war, placed General 
Scstt and his army in the city of Mexico. 
Now is it meant that the constitution pro- 
vides for such a case, and directs what Gen, 
Scott might or might not do in an enemy's 
capital?- If it means anything it means 
this : and yet how unfounded is the asser- 
tion. 
The constitution nowhere directs 


when, where or how a battle shall be fought, 
or a city be taken ; and if Gen. Scott had 
looked to it3 provisions, he would have 
found not one word applicable to the sub- 
ject ; or that any one has ever pretended 
was applicable. When our army marched 
to Mexico, it went, not under the constitu- 
tion of the United States, but under the 
law of nations and the usages of war ; and 
had precisely the same rights and duties as 
au army of Great Britain or Russia, in the 
same situation. The army in an enemy's 
country, or, to quote the address, engaged 
in foreign war, never consults the constitu- 
tion of the civil state at home ; the army of 
a republic or of a monarchy, or of an abso 
lute despotism, conducts its campaigns by 
the same code; totally unaffected by the 
frame of government which sent it forth. 
And our constitution has not pretended to 
regulate or control the law of nations, cr to 
determine the usages of war, nor could it 
do so, if it had attempted. 
What then is 


meant by the language, the " constitution 
provides for all the exigencies of foriegn 
war." 
Any meaning that occurs is entirely 


unfounded in fact. If it is simply meant 
that the frame of the civil state, and its 
powers in mere civil matters remain the 
same whether engaged in war, or at puace, 
then this may be eonoeded ; but the con- 
cession cannot aid the address—nor justify 
its deductions. It is true that dnring the 
U»*i(jon war, »OQjfr9«8 had no powar to 


pass a law respecting the establishment of 
religion, or creating a title of nobility, mor« 
than it could iu time of peace. 
But mani- 
:estly, this does not aid the deductions o! 
the address. In monarchies war is declar- 
ed and conducted by the executive. In the 
United States the legislative department 
alone can declare war, but the constitution 
does not take away from the president the 
prosecution or management of the war. 
And any attempt by congress to control the 
active operations of a campaign by com- 
missioners, or otherwise, would be palpably 
unconstitutional. This is exclusively the 
duty of the executive ; and that too wheth- 
er tho war is foreign or domestic. 


It is a very artful feature of this address 


—oue borrowed from the methods of Mr. 
Oalhoun—that it passes over the really de- 
bateable ground upon this subject, and 
without argument or discussion, assumes 


premises, the very points in controversy. 
is asserted, that the constitution provides 


for all the exigencies of war, and thence it 
is argued irresistibly, that the constitution 
is being violated in the prosecution of the 
war. But the premises assumed are total- 
ly denied. The great fallacy in this part 
of the address is at the starting point, and 
what is assumed with perfect confidence as 
an axiom. 
If any man were to commence 


an argument by assuming that tho moon is 
made of green cheese, he would have little 
difficulty in proving that its presence would 
not illuminate the night. 


But to return, if thers is any meaning in 


this part of the address, it means that the 
provisions of the constitution apply to the 
persons against whom the war is waged, 
and regulate the extent to which the war 
may be carried, as against such persons. 
A few examples will put this pretence at 
r«st. The constitution provides for instance, 
that no man shall be deprived of life with- 
out due process of law. 
Does this provi- 


sion apply to the conduct sf the war,and can 
no rebel ba killed till he is first tried by a 
jury? 
Then every rebel slain on the bat- 


tle field is murdered. So we may take up 
tha provisona of the constitution one by 
one' and show that no one of them applies 
or pretends to apply to the conduct of the 
war. War is entirely outside tha constitu- 
tion ; the constitution makes preparation 
for it, but is silent as to its management. 
It furnishes the instrumentalities, but does 
not direct their use. This is as true of do 
raestic as of foreign war. 
The constitution 


commands the President to take care that 
the laws are faithfully executed, and gives 
him the army and navy for that purpose. 
And the President and the military and na- 
val officers under him must of necesiity, 
jndge in the first instance, of the exigen- 
cies of the war, and prosecute it in all pla- 
ces till the principal object be accomplish- 
ed. 
The power »o arrest ig as undoubted 


as the power to kill, and is as necessary an 
exercise of the war power. The power to 
destroy property, if necessary to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war, is of the 
same undoubted nature. It is worthy of 
notice, that in the constitution the protec- 
tion of life, liberty and property are united 
in the same provision as follows : No per- 
son shall "be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law ;" and 
all stand npon the same footing so far as 
this discussion is concerned. An exercise 
of the war power may sweep them all 
away ; and the constitution no more pre- 
tends to protect one than the other, 03 
against the war power. 
Would it be pre- 


tended that if a spy came within the mili- 
tary lines, under such circumstances as are 
forbidden by the usages of war, that the 
President, or his servants, could not arresi 
him without a warrant? Andconlditmake 
any difference that the spy, whose charac- 
ter was clearly ascertained, should be found 
in one of the loyal states? Suppose the 
government should be collecting at Cinoin 
nnti a large force for a particular purpose ; 
and a soldier from the rebel army should 
be sent in disguise within our camps to spy 
out the number, condition and destination 
of our troops; would there be the slightest 
doubt of the right and duty of the Presi- 
dent or his military subordinates summari- 
ly to arrest such person, and subject him 
to military trial and punishment as a spy ? 


Yet the address says, in most charming 


generality of expression," We deny the pow- 
" er of the executive to make arrests in the 
" loyal stales. 
* * There are federa 


"courts in all the states with full power 
" and jurisdiction to punish all crimes 
" ayainsl the United States." 


Again suppose the success of a parlicu 


lar campaign should be found to depenc 
upon entire secrecy, yet some newspapers in 
New York should persist in publishing daj 
after day full particulars of all preparationi 
and plans of the campaign, thus acquaint 
ing the rebels with the information nc-ces 
sary to render it a failure. Would any man 
doubt that this was, if done knowingly anc 
wickedly, giving aid to the rebellion ? 
Would it not under such circumstances 
the duty of the president or his militar; 
agents or officers to arrest such editor, anc 
suppress such newspaper, with artillery, i" 
it could not otherwise be supresaed. Ye 
this address says, without any qualification 
whatever, " we deny the power of the exe 
cutive to trammel the freedom of the press 
by the suppression of newspapers," &c. 


The error of this part of the address i 


that it is not directed against an improper 
evercise of the power, but denies the power 
in even a proper and absolutely necessar; 
case, to arrest a spy in a free slate, or pre- 
vent a newspaper giving information to the 
enemy that will render a campaign abor 
live. This egregious error is the more to 
be reprehended, that it was penned and en 
dorsed by an eminent lawyer, who wel 
knew the broad distinction between the ex 
istence of a powar, and the improper exer 
cise of it in a given instance. 


Manifestly the character of the offence 


must determine whether it be amenable to 
military punishment, and not the place or 
state where it was committed. If a soldier 
from the rebel army is really a spy, it can 
make no difference with the mode and ex 
tent of his arrest and punishment, whether 
the field of labor assigned him by his com 
mander be on the north or the south side o 
the Ohio, at New Orleans or New York 
If the act complained of be in its charac 
ter a military offence, then it merits anc 
must receive the speedy award of militar; 
law. The arresting of spies, by warrants 
from the courts, would be a good joke in 
deed. Somewhere in Burke's works he rid 
icules the chief justice of India, by repre 
senting that he tried to suppress a rebellion 
with affidavits, 
Mr, Ryan must have risen 


from a recent reading of Burke's works 
when he penned this part of his address 
It is unnecessary to speak of particular in 
stances of the exercise of this power to ar 
rest, and to suppress newspapers, or to ex 
press any opinion as to the propriety or 
impropriety of its exercise in particular 
cases, because this is not discussed in the 
address. The subject of discussion is the 
power itself, and not whether it has been 
improparly exercised. 
No power was ever 


lodged with any human being that migh: 
not be mistakenly exercised; bnt this is 
no argument against the existence of the 
power. 


And every lawyer knows that wherever 


a power is lodged, there rests also with it 
the right to judge whether the proper case 
is prssented for its exercise; this is abso- 
lutely necessary to the utility of the power. 
The president and his military subordinates 
must therefore judge, answerable to public 
opinion and on their consciences to their 
God, 
whether the proper case exists to 


make a military arrest, to batter down a 
fort, ot to blow up a newspaper. The 
pr»iid«nt mnit jodgt of tilt ton duet ef 


men, and of the character of the publics- 
ions, and say whether they are of a class 
rO be proceeded against ia the courts, or 
with bayonets. The president, for instance, 
must judge of the character of Mr. Ryan's 
address, and of this criticism, of it, and if 
n his opinion of it either is calculated to 
spread dissensions in the north, to such 
extent as to render present aid to the rnili- 
ary operations of the soutb, he is as clear- 
y authorized to deal with the author, aa he 
would be to deal with him for doing any 
other act that directly aided the rebel cam- 
)aign of arms. If a paper embodies ab- 
stract doctrines 
merely erroneous, but 


which cannot contribute directly or present- 
y to aid the military operations of the en- 
emy, bnt are like the address only calcula- 
ted and intended to secure for its author 
"avorable political consideration on the part 
of southern politicians after the war is end- 
ed, theu I suppose the author should not be 
arrested without a warrant from the courts; 
jut if the paper contained information or 
sentiments directly aud presently calcula- 
ted to strengthen the rebel, and paralyze 
the loyal arms, in the fiold of battle, then 
the author should be arrested. The presi- 
dent must of course judge in any given in- 
stance to which class a publication belongs, 
and treat it accordingly. 
We can concsive 


that in a critical point of a campaign, the 
mere announcement on it certain day in a 
New York paper, that ten regiments from 
New England had landed in New Yorfe 
that morning, might give the enemy infor- 
mation upon which he wonld either fight 
or decline to fight, at a particular time or 
place, and thus enable the enemy to win a 
victory over us, or prevent us from winning 
one over him. And this publication, if 
made for this purpose, would render the ed- 
itor as guilty of treason as though he had 
contributed with his musket to help the 
rebel army to gain a victory or avoid a de- 
feat. The prosecution of a campaign -re- 
quires a great variety of efforts to ensure 
its success. Some must fight in the field, 
some must take care that provisions and 
ammunition are furnished to those who do 
fight, and others must act as spies and ob 
tain and transmit military information. It 
is immaterial which one of these necessary 
branches of military service a man is fonnd 
performing, he is equally guilty of treason ; 
he is equally rendering present aid to the 
military operations of the enemy, and is 
equally subject to summary arrest and mil 
itary trial and punishment. 


There are many other equally unfounded 


and erroneous statements in this address, 
affirmed with a confidence that may well 
make a man who reads it wonder whether 
he is dreaming, or listening to a burlesque 
upon patriotism and democracy, but these 
few things may serve to illustrate the bal- 
ance. 


There are some occasional and shining 


truths, that half redeem the address; such 
for instance as this—" Unfortunately, among 
" many 
elements of good and greatness, 


Janaticitm emigrated to this country." If any 
one doubts it, let him read the address. 
and in considering it, it is a consolatory 
and conclusive evidence that the democrats 
of Wisconsin are sound and loyal, that go 
where you will in this city since its publi- 
cation, you hear it spoken of only in terms 
of unmeasured denunciation. 


While a man's opinions are kept to him 


self, they are his own ; but when they are 
foisted in this way upon a great political 
party, as the expression of their creed anc 
doctrines, every man who now does, or ever 
did call himself a democrat, is interested 
and authorized to protest against them.

On his ar 
rival Commissioner Dole appraised Hole 
in-the-Day and other chiefs that he was 
ready and willing to hold a council with 
them at that place. They answered the 
following day by saying they would not 
meet him there, and refused to name a time 
and place. • 


There seemed to be two opinions, says 


Commissionor Dole, in regard to these In- 
dian troubles. One is, that the Indians are 
not in hostility to whites generally, bnt have 
hud personal difficulty with employees o; 
the government; and another is, that there 
ia a wide-spread disaffection among them, 
and that they are taking this opportunity 
to strike for revenge, believing that our 
men have all gone to war. 
Officers in the 


land offices had to run for their lives, leav- 
ing everything behind. They are now at 
Fort Ripley, as also are the settlers. On 
their way iu they were met by 30 or 40 In- 
dians under Holerin-the day, who robbed 
them of a horse and several guns, but on 
provisons being given them, they allowed 
the party to pass, John Ross, chief of the 
Cherokees, had an interview with the Pres- 
ident, this morning, with regard to the is 
sue of his nation from the rebels. It is 
understood a satisfactory arrangement w»s 
made to that end. Rosa and ion left this 
afternoon for New York.
